Editor, Didsbury Pioneer: 

May TI again beg some space for 
a final word about the domestic 
light petition? We are the last town 
along this line that has yet to take 
advantage of cheap rates. What 
towns and villages are we going to 
unite with to dictate terms to the 
Power Co.? These towns are happy 
to be on the adjusted scale and are 
certainly not going to revert now. 

In every case the new rate was 
introduced only after full discus- 
sions with, and the approval of the 
Councils and public meetings, as 
well as. the approval of the Public 
Utility Commissioners of the Pro- 
vince, Since the inception of the 
“Petition of Consumers” procedure 
all cases have had the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board's approval 
as well. To offer such an extremely 
low rate as le per kw. hr., for all 
over 20 hrs. consumption, natural- 
ly makes a minimum charge an im- 
perative feature of the rate, and 
prevents making the rate optional. 


The Lions Club is not for one 
moment shortsighted about the old 
age pensioners. They feel, and 
rightly so, that they owe these peo- 
ple a great deal of gratitude: and 
some time ago were formulating 
constructive plans in that connec- 
tion. In larger sommunities such as 
the Citv of Calgary, they are able 
to go the full length of the meas- 
ure and plan low cost homes.
